Earl Kitchen lies at his home on 
West Third street in a critical cond i­ 
tion as the resu lt of k nife wou nd s 
receiv ed late last night. 
The wou nd ed man refu sed to giv e 
the name of his assailant or state the 
manner in which the fight began, and 
the p articu lars of the case were hard to 
get. 
It is u nd erstood , howev er, that at 
the closing time, elev en o’ clock , last 
night Kitchen was in Kelley ’s saloon 
on First street and was told to go ou t, 
that it was closing time. 
He walk ed 
ou t toward the cu rb and toward one 
Charles Shawning, who wTas leaning 
u p on a sign board that stand s nex t to 
the cu rb on the sic walk , and mad e 
some remark abou t k illing Shawning. 
Shawning is rep orted to hav e said 
that he gu essed he wou ld n’t, where­ 
u p on it is alleged that Kitchen stru ck 
at Shawning with a k nife and it is 
said inflicted a wou nd u p on the lat- 
ter’s face. 
At this ju nction Shawning d rew a 
k nife from his p ock et and for a mo­ 
ment a fierce and u gly battle ensu ed , 
and Kitchen receiv ing a wou nd u p on 
the face and a stab below the heart 
w’iis brou ght to the realization of the 
d anger he was in and started to ru n, 
Sliawning p u rsu ing him and stabbing 
him sev eral times as he ran. 
The cu tting was d one so q u ick ly 
and q u ietly that a crowd stand ing at 
the corner near the Su lliv an saloon d id 
not k now any thing abou t it u ntil it 
wras all ov er. 
No one cou ld he fou nd 
who w ill say that he sawT the entire 
fight. 
After the cu tting Kitchen wont to 
the office of Dr. D. 
D. 
VanOsd ol 
where his wou nd s were d ressed tem- 
p orialy and accomp anied by 
three 
men, the names of whom cou ld not 
ho 
learned , Kitchen 
went to his 
home. 
Dr. VanOsd ol 
then went 
to tl e 
homo where a closer ex amination of 
the wou nd s was mad e and not being 
fu lly satisfied the d octor called Dr. 
Sex ton in consu ltation to ascertain 
whether or not the k nife had p enetra­ 
ted the stomach. 
The d octors were 
not of the op inion that the stomach 
wras p enetrated . 
Kitchen receiv ed fiv e wou nd s—two 
stabs in the hack , one p enetrating the 
lu ngs,"one stab in the head ,"which wi s 
sewed u p , req u iring sev eral stitches, 
the stab in the breast ju st below the 
heart and a slash across the cheek . 
The two 
seriou s wou nd s are the 
one ov er the stomach and the one 
p enetrating the lu ngs. 
The d octors 
aro 
hop efu l 
tod ay , howev er, and 
shou ld 
110 comp lications, su ch 
as 
blood p oisoning or p neu monia set in, 
think the p atient w ill recov er. 
The 
air from the w'ou nd which p enetrates 
the lu ngs gets u nd er the sk in and 
cau ses his back and neck to he in a 
p u ffy cond ition. 
Kitchen refu ses to giv e any infor­ 
mation simp ly say ing it was a friend 
who hu rt him. 
Marshal Pearsey had 
an interv iew w ith the wou nd ed man 
hu t it is u nd erstood got nothing from 
that sou rce. 
Kitchen is said to hav e 
remark ed that ho wou ld hav e escap ed 
had he been a better ru nner. 
Marshal Pearsey swore ou t a w ar­ 
rant for the arrest of Shawning and 
he wras arrested by Officer Gord on 
abou t noon at the home of his p arents 
and brou ght before May or Stev ens 
where he was 
remand ed to jail to 
aw ait d ev elop ements in the cond ition 
of Kitchen, the may or contend ing 
that he cou ld not fix the bond u ntil 
lie k new something of the grav ity of 
the crime. 
Kitchen is a well k nown y ou ng man 
and has liv ed in Ku shv illo all his life. 
Shawning is a y ou ng man, not y et of 
age, whose p arents liv e near this city 
and who bears a gt>od rep u tation, 
lie work ed at the liv ery barn of Hiner 
& Dav is u ntil a week or so ago. 
Shawning said to a rep resentativ e of 
the Rep u blican this afternoon that he 
and Kitchen had alway s been the best 
of friend s and that lie ask ed Kitchen 
for a cigarette p ajier and some tobac­ 
co. 
Kitchen not being able to find 


his tobacco accu sed Shawning of steal­ 
ing it and said he wou ld k ill him, 
whereu p on he d rew a k nife and start­ 
ed for him. 
Shawning has a cu t on 
his thu mb and was stru ck in the face. 
He say s he was not wanting to fight 
and was simp ly stand ing there w aiting 
for a friend , and that he fou ght in 
self d efense.

That figu re is arriv ed at by some of 
the bu siness men by tak ing the assets 
of the hank , $101,000 and , su btracting 
the three bad notes, $35,000, which 
will leav e $6 6 ,000, from which, men 
who hav e hand led notes and p ap er 
su ch as are u su ally fou nd in hank s 
say that abou t ten p er cent, or six 
thou sand d ollars shou ld he su btracted 
for bad notes, which leav es $6 0,000 as 
the actu al assets. 
There being $88, - 
000, of liabilities, it wou ld he safe to 
say that from 6 0 to 6 5 p er cent, wou ld 
be a fair estimate.

Chicago, Ju ne 21.—At noon tod ay 
lion. Henry C. Pay ne, chairman of 
the national Rep u blican committee, 
called the conv ention to ord er. 
The 
Coliseu m, Chicago's greatest p lace of 
p u blic assemblage, was crowd ed when 
the hou r for conv ening arriv ed , bp t it 
was remark ed by old conv ention habi­ 
tu es that the air of interest and of su p ­ 
p ressed ex citement mark ing former 
gatherings of this bod y was almost 
wholly 
lack ing. 
The v ery ev id ent 
"cu t-and -d ried ” character of the con­ 
v ention is the cau se of this. The d ele­ 
gates k now Ju st what is before them, 
ju st what is to be d one and how It is 
to be accomp lished , conseq u ently the 
p ersonal element, the Ind iv id u al inter­ 
est, is missing. The feeling v ery gen­ 
erally p resent that the work of the 
conv ention is of a p u rely p erfu nctory 
sort ex clu d es the thrill that Is wont to 
• 
p erv ad e the atmosp here at su ch gath­ 
erings of the rep resentativ es of a 
great p olitical p arty . 
When the lead ­ 
ers reached Chicago a few d ay s ago 
they fou nd nothing for them -to d o. 
The p rogram for the conv ention was 
map p ed ou t week s ago and there was 
a fu ll realization that it was u naltera­ 
ble. Thu s interest in the work in hand 
is only of the su bd u ed sort. 
Up on op ening the conv ention Chair­ 
man Pay ne introd u ced the Rev . Tim­ 
othy P. Frost, who inv ok ed Div ine 
gu id ance in the d eliberations of the 
conv ention 
Secretary Elmer Dov er 
then read the formal call for the con­ 
v ention and called the roll of the 
states. 
Temp orary Chairman Elihu 
Root was then, introd u ced and he ad ­ 
d ressed the conv ention. 
In op ening his ad d ress Chairman 
Root said : 
“The resp onsibility of 
gov ernment rests u p on the Rep u blican 
p arty . 
The comp licated machinery 
throu gh which the 8 0,000,000 p eop le of 
the United States gov ern themselv es, 
answers to no single will. 
The com­ 
p osite gov ernment d ev ised by the fra­ 
mers of the constitu tion to meet the 
cond itions of national life more than 
a centu ry ago, req u ires the willing co­ 
op eration of many mind s, the combina­ 
tion of many ind ep end ent factors, in 
ev ery forward step for the general wel­ 
fare. 
“When the cou rse of the nex t ad min­ 
istration is bu t half d one the Rep u bli­ 
can p arty will hav e comp leted the first 
half centu ry of its national life.

Senator Fairbanks* Attitude Paving 
the Way for Four Years Hence, 
Chicago, Ju ne 21.—There is some 
d ealing in fu tu res in the v ice p resid en­ 
tial game. Senator Ft. rbank s’ friend s 
are of the op inion that if he ex p ressed 
either a d esire for the nomination or 
a d isinclination to accep t the p lace, 
su oh action wou ld be u sed against him 
fou r y ears hence If he shou ld be a 
cand id ate for the p resid ency . By p u r­ 
su ing the cou rse he has and accep ting 
a p arty call they think he has obligat­ 
ed the p arty to him. Had he been an 
asp irant for the p lace they argu e that 
the obligation wou ld be the other way . 
In try ing to “smok e ou t" Senator Fair­ 
bank s. it is claimed that the p arty 
lead ers who hav e been activ e with the 
names of other men, wanted to mak e ft 
p lain that no obligation was created 
by naming Fairbank s for the p lace. 
While this is all v ery remote from the 
p resent situ ation it is regard ed as 
showing that the cond itions su rrou nd ­ 
ing the selection of Mr. Roosev elt for 
v ice p resid ent fou r y ears ago are still 
fresh in the mind s of Rep u blican p ol­ 
iticians 
At the same time they d o not 
agree that a p reced ent was created 
fou r y ears ago or will be created by 
nominating Mr. Fairbank s at this con­ 
v ention. 
Comp limentary ballots will be cast 
for many fav orite sons, althou gh It is 
k nown that the Ind iana senator will 
be nominated . 
Colorad o will v ote for 
John W. Sp ringer; Illinois for Robert 
R. Hitt; Missou ri for Cy ru s P. Wal- 
brid go; Nebrask a for John L. Web­ 
ster, and Wisconsin for ex -Oov ernor 
Ed ward Scofield . No d ou bt before the 
ballot Is comp leted all these states will 
change and cast their v otes for Sena­ 
tor Fairbank s, mak ing the nomination 
u nanimou s. 
Ind iana, acting u p on the wishes of 
the senator, will not p resent his name, 
bu t It Is ex p ected that other states are 
read y to d o so. 
Possibly the nomina­ 
tion will come from Alabama, the first 
state on the roll. 
The Ind iana d elegation held a meet­ 
ing In Gov ernor Du rbin's room, when 
Use v ice p resid ential nomination of 
Senator Fairbank s was d iscu ssed . Af­ 
ter ad jou rnment It was stated tha t 
they were Ju st where they were before 
and were withou t d efinite p lans. 
At 
the same time it was said that the at­ 
titu d e of the d elegation was that In­ 
d iana wou ld be p leased to hav e Sena­ 
tor Fairbank s receiv e the nomination.

Indl&napolia, J une 21.—Further de­ 
tails of the mov ement among Indiana 
Republican leaders looking to the cre­ 
ation of a state organ to fill the place 
so long occupied by the late lsraented 
J ournal are leaking out. 
Dissatisfac­ 
tion is expressed throughout the entire 
state with the present so-called organ 
of the Republicans and party leaders 
who hav e money or who can enlist cap­ 
ital In the enterprise are extremely 
desirous of establishing a paper that 
will more nearly represent the party 
since the demise of the J ournal. 
A 
conference of leaders was held recent­ 
ly at the Columbia club, at which plans 
for a new organ were discussed by 
leading Republicans. George Hitt, for­ 
merly business manager of the J our­ 
nal, was called into consultation, and it 
is reported that Mr. Hitt, when asked 
as to the feasibility of the plan, said 
such a paper could be started on a 
capital of $ 500,000 and placed on a 
paying basis. 
When seen regarding 
the matter Mr. Hitt declined to discuss 
the project, saying he did not wish to 
bo quoted in any manner in connection 
with the proposed establishment of a 
new party organ. 
Mr. Hitt did not 
say that no consultation had been held, 
simply declining to say anything for 
publication in regard to the matter. 
It is understood that the men who are 
backing the mov ement for a new organ 
hav e ample capital and it is believ ed 
that the Republicans of Indiana will 
hav e a more satisfactory organ before 
the campaign opens in earnest next 
fall. 


Word from Chicago has it that the 
failure of the Indiana delegation to 
take any action on the v ice presidency 
was net a surprise to the politicians as 
a rule, although the report had been 
widely circulated that certain action of 
some sort would be taken. 
The dele­ 
gation has all along understood the 
attitude of the senator that he is not 
seeking the nomination, and the feel­ 
ing prev ailed that under the circum­ 
stances the delegation had beat refrain 
from any action whatev er.

Keynote Speech at Meeting of Roose­ 


velt Workingmen’s Club. 


HIGH PRICES DUE TO HIGH WAGES 


Yfhloh Bring Better Food and Better 


Clothes—Better 
That 
All 
Should 


Work With High Prices Than That 


Few 8hould Labor With Prices Low. 


At Wilmington, Del., on J une 6th 
Secretary of the Treasury Leslie M. 
Bhaw addressed a meeting of the Roose­ 
v elt Workingmen’s Club of Delaware, 
which marked the opening of the cam­ 
paign in that state. 
Secretary Shaw 
said in part: 
“ The Republican party is not a party 
of sympathy, but of encouragement. 
Instead of posing as a benev olent in­ 
stitution, it represents policies which 
reduce the occasion for alm sgiv ing to 
the minimum. 
Its bounty is opportu­ 
nity. 
“ The Democratic party, on the con­ 
trary, nev er fails to express sympathy 
for the ov er-burdened; but its policies, 
when put In operation, nev er fall to 
produce conditions which incite sym­ 
pathy. 
When the products of labor 
find ready sale, and labor finds cor­ 
respondingly ready employment, then 
our opponents are loudest in their pro­ 
testations of sympathy for the ov er­ 
taxed and ov erburdened people. 
They 
nev er congratulate; they always sym­ 
pathize. 
They nev er rejoice, they al­ 
ways bemoan. 
They seldom cheer ex­ 
cept at the prospect 
of something 
worse. 
“ I am neither a prophet nor the Bon 
of a prophet, but I v enture the opinion 
that at least a half of the opposition’s 
argument during the coming campaign 
will be directed against alleged un­ 
reasonable liv ing expenses. 
You will 
be told that the price of meat is ex­ 
orbitant; that the price of bread is un­ 
reasonable; in short, that the price of 
ev erything you buy has been unduly 
adv anced, and all because of Repub­ 
lican policies and Republican leg isla­ 
tion. 
An Economic Theory. 
“ I am confident, howev er, that be­ 
fore the campaign proceeds v ery far 
there will be furnished from the high­ 
est possible authority in the United 
8 tates well-authenticated data showing 
that the av erage of wages has in­ 
creased in larger proportion than the 
av erag e articles of ordinary household 
consumption. But of this I do not care 
to speak at this time. My present pur­ 
pose will be serv ed by showing that 
univ ersal and constant employment at 
reasonable wages, ev en In the face of 
high-priced liv ing expenses, is prefer­ 
able to employment for only a portion 
of our people, though at the same 
wage and at much reduced liv ing ex­ 
penses. 
Catch the thought? 
Employ­ 
ment for all our people at a giv en 
wage, with liv ing expenses high, is 
preferable to employment for only one 
half our people with liv ing expenses 
howev er cheap. 
“ This country has nev er seen, and 
nev er will see, suffering at a time 
when labor finds ready and constant 
employment, whatev er the price ot 
food and clothes. And the conv erse of 
this is also true. 
This country al­ 
ways has been and always will be filled 
with suffering whenev er labcr fails of 
employment, howev er cheap may be 
food and clothes. 
Phil Armour's Wisdom. 
“ I think I can demonstrate either 
one or both of these two propositions. 
I can show that the happiness of the 
wage-earner is dependent upon high- 
priced farm products, and I can also 
demonstrate that the prosperity of the 
farmer is dependent upon the ready 
and constant employment of the wage 
earner. 
In other words, it is easily 
demonstrated that the prosperity of 
the artisan and farmer 
is interdtpen 
dent. 
“ Phil Armour once said to me: 
T 
got rich when comparativ ely a young 
man by watching the coal and iron 
miners. 
Whenev er they were employ­ 
ed I packed ev ery ham I could get my 
hands on. 
My partner would say: 
‘Phil, you will break us up.* 
I would 
answer: 
‘No, they are worktng, now.’ 
But when I saw the coal and iron 
workers quit I sold ev ery ham we had.’ 
“ The farmers of my state understand 
this fully. 
It has been taught in ev ery 
achoolhouse, in tent meetings in all 
grov es, and from the platforms of all 
towns, and as a result more farmers 
came to our recent Republican state 
conv ention than ev er before, and ev ery 
one of them came determined that the 
American wage-earner should be em 
ployed, in other words, the Iowa farm 
cr went to Des Moines on May 18, 804, 
to protect his market. 
When wage- 
earners understand this interdepend 
•nee as thoroughly as the Iowa farm 
•rs understand It, they.too, will go to

! dorsed as one of the measure# to be 
put forward by the leg islativ e com­ 
mittee, and was Introduced at the mezt 
session of the legislature. 
It was de­ 
feated, as was its fate at the next ses­ 
sion. 
By 1897, howev er, there was a 
sentiment la its fav or, and It passed 
without as much opposition as had 
been anticipated. 
Law Has Been a Benefit 
All the opposition, howev er, did not 
eome from without the ranks of or­ 
ganized labor, there being some de­ 
cided sentiment against tt from a v ery 
few members of certain trades who 
were fearful the effect the anti-child 
labor section 
might hav e on their 
trades 
This did not result, and in 
recent years these opponents hav e be- 
oome the most insistent on this class 
of legislation. 
That the law has prov ed a beneficent 
measure, and though in no manner 
perfect, has sustained the claims of Us 
adv ocates, the yearly reports of the 
Inspector bear witness. 
And with the 
small force at its disposal few states 
show as good, and none better results 
than those achiev ed by the Indian de­ 
partment. 
This is accounted for in part by the 
fact that politics has played but s 
small part In the affairs of the depart­ 
ment, and also to the fact that the 
organized labor mov ement has at all 
times kept in close touch with Us 
affairs. 


A THOUSAND LIVES 


Wl I Probably Be the Awful Record of 
the Slocum Disaster. 
New Yoric, 
J une 21.—The list of 
those who perished on the Generic Slo­ 
cum is growing at an alarming rate. 
Bodies continue to come to the surface 
off the shores of North Brother island. 
Ev ery 
passing 
steamer 
seemed 
to 
churn up the water to such a degree 
that Its wash on© or more bodies would 
be swept onto the beach. 
Yesterday 
ninety-three additional 
bodies 
were 
recov ered. 
This brings the total num­ 
ber of bodies recov ered up to 726, and 
yet there are something like 300 per­ 
sons unaccounted for. 
A number of 
these are among the unidentified at 
the morgue and ov er on North Brother 
island, and the “ unrecognizble” that 
hav e been buried in the Lutheran cem­ 
etery on Long Island. 
The coroner’s inquiry into the disas­ 
ter has begun. 
Thousands of persons 
gathered in and around the armory in 
the borough of the Bronx, where the 
Inquest was held. Among those exam­ 
ined were Frank A. Barnaby, president 
of the Knickerbocker Steamboat com­ 
pany; J ames H. Atkinson, secretary of 
the company; Mate Flanagan of the 
Slocum and sev eral members of the 
crew. 


Check in Negotiations. 
Tangier, J une 21.—It has dev eloped 
that apparently there Is another hitch 
in the negotiations looking to the re­ 
lease of Perdicaris and Varley, the au­ 
thorities at the British consulate ex­ 
pressing the opinion that Saturday 
would probably be the date for the re­ 
lease of the prisoners.

Torres, late representativ e of the sul­ 
tan of Morocco, that the exchange of 
prisoners be made through Zelal, gov ­ 
ernor of the Beni M’Sara tribe. 
Zelal 
refused Ralsuli’s proposition to take 
the exchange away from the Beni Ar- 
ros tribe, which seem s to Indicate fear 
of his own followers. 
Eight of Ralsu- 
11*8 men who were imprisoned at Te» 
tuan, hav e arriv ed here.

PUZZLED THE RUSSIANS 


Muscov ites Could Not Make Out the 
Design of Gen. Oka's Ex tra­ 
ordinary Maneuv ers. 


These Are Now Clear In the Light of 
Latest Dev elopments In That 
Direction. 


St. Petersburg, J une 21.—Under date 
of J une 20 Vioe Admiral Skry dloff sent 
the following message to the emperor: 
“ The cruiser div ision has returned to 
Vladiv ostok without losing any men or 
■ustaining any damage.” 


St. Petersburg, J une 21.—The war 
office ex pects news of a fight with 
General Kurokl. 
It Is ex pected that 
General Oku is pursuing General Sta- 
kelberg. 


Washington, J une 21.—An ex plana­ 
tion of the J apanese campaign on the 
Liao Tung peninsula, especially with 
reference to Port Arthur, is contained 
in an adv ice that has reached this city 
from a source believ ed to be absolutely 
reliable. 
The J apanese tactics which 
hav e so puzzled the Russians are in­ 
tended to isolate Port Arthur, but do 
not contemplate an attack on the place 
by General Oku’s army . 
The actual 
work of reducing Port Arthur will be 
confided to another J apanese army un­ 
der command of General Nogi, which 
will be landed on the peninsula (and 
indeed may ev en now be landed) at a 
point south of General Oku’s position 
and considerably nearer Port Arthur. 
On the first of J une no less than 
twenty -six transports had been gath­ 
ered at one of the J apanese ports to 
embark this army , and it is probable 
that the v essels attacked by the Vlad­ 
iv ostok squadron were of this number. 


An Official Report. 
St. Petersburg, J une 21.—The emper­ 
or has receiv ed the following dispatch 
from General Kuropatkin: 
“ The ene­ 
my in the direction of Saim&tsz and 
Feng Wang Cheng hav e not only 
stopped, but hav e made a retrograde 
mov ement. They hav e ev acuated sev ­ 
eral points toward the north of Feng 
Wang Cheng, which until recently they 
occupied. 
The mov ement of J apanese 
troops toward the Dalime defile has 
been stopped, but a rather Important 
mov ement of the J apanese forces has 
been discov ered In the direction of 
Sluy en and Haicheng or Siuy en and 
Tashichiao.”
